Peo­ 
ple read or hear about the splen­ 
did crop of Mr. So-and-So’s ranch 
of few or many acres, but com­ 
paratively little is heard or read 
about the ordinary city lot gar­ 
den. 
Scattered over the city of San­ 
ta Ana are to be seen 
thriving 
vegetable gardens, such as only 
this wonderful climate and fertile 
soil make 
possible. 
A 
typical 
city lot garden is that of Adolph 
Schiff, living at 415 East Third 
street. 
He has two ordinary city 
lots, part of which is taken up 
with the usual buildings. 
Inter­ 
viewed by a Register representa­ 
tive, Mr. Schili said that in this 
section marvelous results can be 
obtained on an ordinary city lot 
in the raising of vegetables for 
the markets. 
By assiduous care, 
rotation 
of crops and 
working 
the ground properly, anyone can 
realize $3.r,0 a year from such a 
tract 
as he cultivates, approxi­ 
m ately one and one-half city lots. 
Such a result is not confined to 
this section alone, but is being 
demonstrated every day in some 
parts of the county. 
Mr. Schiff said 
that 
by his 
methods he obtains six or seven 
crops a year of such vegetables 
as radishes, peas, 
turnips, car­ 
rots and onions, 
and 
that he 
finds a ready market for all the 
produce 
he can raise. 
Rotating 
the crops keeps him busy, for as 
fast as one crop is exhausted he 
plants another. 
Asked about the recent freeze, 
Mr. Schiff said very 
little 
had 
been frozen in his garden. 
“ Ju st 
the tenuer plants like lettuce and 
cabbage 
got nipped a little, but 
not very much.”

Mist, daughter of Chief Three Hears 
1 of the Glacier national park indians,

Indian maidens in the 
cavalry divi­ 
sion of the w o m a n ’s suffrage pageant 
here on March 3. 
This is said to be the first time 
indian women will have 
taken any 
part in the nation-wide movement for 
extending the franchise 
to women. 
In Dawn Mist’s troop will

maidens. 
All will be dressed in their j 
tribal ceremonial costumes
